REMARKS 

Claim 8 is the only claim pending in the application. 
L Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 8 contains allowable subject matter and would be 
allowed if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.

Claims 4-5 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP '141 in view of Coverdill (U.S. Patent No. 5,848,365). Since claims 1-7 
and 9 have been canceled, these rejections are now moot.
